During the years 1343 and 1854 tikmigeution came inte the county more 
raplitly than at ave time prior, ‘They were mostly from Ohio, Indiana, and 
Hingis Etmigration to Califarui« had been ao great since 1849 that the popu- 
bitivn of the county had actualy decreased, but from this dine there was a 
Nourked inceense until 18AL, when, the civil war unsetiled everything so mach 
tlt there waa a decided falling off : 

The citizens of the county from 1853 t.1856 were prosperous, 'Thoy bought 
hinds, ineurced debts for stick, and gave dewds of (rat on taany of their farmna, 
Which Uhimatwly proved their financial ruin, but was of great beneGt to the 
eougitatyy, ae hy this mowne much iipravement waa done, and lands once pur- 
chose had become tazyble, aod ths a sudrey of revenue to the county, 


Daring the prevalence of this speculative feeling Congress had passed an Act ° 


giving land a bounty toaltwho had been in military service, These war- 
nit loat been bought up by speculators, who wow aought Missourt, and espe- 
Oty Sullivan County, to locate those warrants; and it js adid pow that one 
fit ofthe land iq the county ia owned by this els, and moch unliuproved, 
whieh js detrirvental w the best interest of a people. These lunds are now

had always been democratic. Southern people had setiled the county in great 
mensure, and feelings were somewhat bitter toward eastern people, from the 
recent colonization in Kansas of the “Sharp's Rifle Brigade,” who were met 
by the “ Border Rutfians," and many sanguinary. encounters took place, as 
opportunity presented from that time forward. The anthorities of Missouri 
received many recruits from this county, and the greater part finally went into 
the Confederate service, Many fumily-cireles mourn the untimely death of 
father and brother. The Federal Government sent in troops to suppress rebel- 
liows sentiment, and they successfully recruited their depleted ranks from the 
sturdy yeomen of Sallivan County, so that the Federal recruits perhaps ex- 
ceeded the acvessions to the Confederate ranks in the aggregate. 

The feeling was very bitter, and many arrests were made among prominent 
aad worthy settlers—pioneers of civilization in the county. Some of these 
parties I have conversed with since being among them, and they certainly were 
not such bud men after all. Early education had instilled into their minds a 
belief in the justice of slavery, and they expressed themselves in favor of those 
fighting avowedly to sustain it, claiming, with a good ahow of right, that this 


was an Abolition War, and they could never swear allegiance to u government | 


that would sustain it. This was sufficient to place upon their track their 


arts of war, when carried on as it was, in many portions of Missouri, by Gue- 
rillas and Bushwhuokers, Kanaay Red Legs ang Missouri State Militia, 

We wish before closing to bear one “undivided” testimony to the loyally of 
Sullivan County, and that we further believe that her song will ever be ready 
fo follow the American Ping to the nttermoat parts of the earth, there to oatab- 
lish the rights of Pree Government. 

No brighter star oan be placed in the coronet of an American citizen, than 
the declaration that he belongs to (he greatest nation on this broxd éarth. A 
nation composed of enlightened freemen, of those whose standard of nobility ia 
a thorongh practical education, which will ever enable them to combat climate,
